property of the buyer for 24 
hours to be used sexually as the 
purchaser saw fit police said 
This has to he the most 
bizarre thing I have ever seen 
in my life 
one officer told 
newsmen 
leaders of the local gay com 
mumty defended the auction 
publicized as a benefit for 
homosexual agencies 
as a 
harmless fund-raising event 
Lt Dan Cooke said the affair 
featured a series of unbelieva­ 
ble kinds of sex acts.’ involving 
such 
"s a d o m asochistic 
paraphernalia 
as whips, 
chains, leather garments har­ 
nesses. shackles leashes and a 
wooden stork 
Vice officer' paid $16 for one 


of the men then arrested the 
suspects for violation of the law 
originally enacted in the da vs of 
white slavery 
when young 
women were forced into prosti 
tut ion 
Th<* law now used most often 
to prevent male pimps from 
selling each other the services 
of female prostitutes carries a 
maximum panaltv of I to IO 
years in prison 
The 39 men plus one female 
auctioneer were originally held 
in lieu of $5.OOO bail apiece but 
officers later released most of 
the suspects on their own 
recognizance 
Another 80 patrons at the 
private club equipped with its 
own dungeon and cells were 
detained but not arrested 
Gav leaders denounced the 
arrests as “ appalling and ex 
cessive 
and maintained that 
all involved were voluntary par­ 
ticipants in an affair similar to 
‘ slave-for-a-day’*

No one was sold

Daniel and the jackals 


Daniel Schorr, until recently 
a correspondent with CBS, has 
been widely attacked by his 
peers as well as bv the federal 
government and the Ford Ad­ 
ministration for his part in 
leaking a secret report to the 
press. 


Schorr came into possession 
of a copy of the House 
Intelligence Committee report 
tin the CIA and subsequently 
released the report to the 
V illa g e Voice newspaper 
which, of course, printed it. 
The exact details of the is­ 
sue must be left to interpreta­ 
tion 
by S c h o rr and 
the 
chairman of the Intelligence 
Committee, Rep Otis Pike, 


Pike says that e v e n though 
the c o m m itte e voted to 
release the re p o rt, the House 
voted against that action 
mainly at the urging of the Ad­ 
ipous! ration 


Pike also asserts that more 
than a few of his colleagues 
now admit to having voted 
against release of the report 
prior to having read it, and 
that given another vote today, 
they have changed their 
minds 


Schorr for his part did what 
most newsmen 
would and 
chose the public’s right to 
know over the self-serving in­ 
terests of the Congress and 
Administration, probably feel­ 
ing somewhat exonerated by 
the fact the Pike committee, 
which was most in the know 
about the report’s sensitivity, 
saw fit to release it. 
The whole affair will even­ 
tually come to naught, with 
the exception of Mr Schorr s 
career possibly being com­ 
promised in the interest of 
maintaining CBS “ integrity, 
and the public does now know 
what was contained in the 
committee's report. 
It is unfortunate the future 
of a man of Schorr’s stature 
must be sacrificed on the altar 
of governmental secrecy and 
corporate 
self-preservation, 
and he knew the chances he 
took going in 
More unfor­ 
tunate is the idea that this is 
just another of those skir­ 
mishes in the war with a 
government that either feels 
the public can’t be trusted, or 
knows itself to be even less 
trustworthy than those it 
governs.
